G.SJR. 1135. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all other 
powers enabling him in this behalf, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Company 
Law Board Service Rules. 1965, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Company Law 
Board Service (Amendment) Rules, 1972.

"Provided that in computing the approved service for 
promotion to a duty post in grade Tl or grade IJI, 
the past service rendered by an officer prior to the 
1st January, 1967 in the same post or in a com- 
parable post included in Part A or Part C of 
Schedule I shall be taken into account but the 
seniority already assigned by the commission at 
the time of the initial constitution _of the Service, 
shall not be disturbed in any way.”;

“35- Appointment of surveyors.— (1) At every mine, one 
or more persons not less than 23 years of age and holding 
a Surveyor’s Certificate shall be appointed to be the Sur- 
veyor for carrying out the surveys and levellings and for 
preparing the plans and sections required under the Act 
or the regulations, or orders made thereunder. 

(2) No person shall bo appointed as a surveyor of more 
than one mine or In any other capacity in the same mine, 
without the previous permission in writing of the Regional 
Inspector and subject to such conditions as specified there- 
in. The Regional Inspector may at any time by an order 
in writing, revoke such permission; 

Provided that such permission may be granted only 
when the average monthly output of the mine does not 
exceed 2,500 tonnes. 

(3) (a) The number of surveyors required to be appointed 
shall bo on the following scale: 

The average monthly output No. of Surveyors. 

In tomes. 

8,000 tonnes and below One 

Above 8,000 toones One for every addi- 

tional 15,000 tonnes or part thereof. 

Provided that for calculating the output of the mine only 
half the output in the mine obtained from the depillaring 
operations or from the opencast mines shall be taken into 
consideration. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything contained in this regu- 
lation the Regional Inspector may by an order In writing 
and subject to such conditions as he may specify therein, 
permit or require the appointment of surveyors in vari- 
ation of these provisions. 

(4) If a time has more than one surveyor each shall 
carry the duties and the responsibilities of the surveyor for 
the part or section of the mine to be assigned in writing 
by the owner, agent or manager: 

Provided that the owner, agent or manager shall ap- 
point one of the surveyors to be responsible for the pre- 
paration and maintenance of the plans required to be pre- 
pared and maintained under these regulations who shall 
also be responsible for co-ordination and overall supervis- 
ion of survey work in the mine.

(1) if he was holding a Class 1 post before appoint- 
ment to the Indian Forests Service, his pay shall be 
fixed at the same stage as the pay in the Class I 
post if there be such a stage in the junior scale 
admissible to a member of the Service, or at

— In puisuancc of sub-rule (4) of rule 12 
of the Central Secretariat Service Rules, 1962, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following regulations furiher 
to amend the Central Secretariat Service (Promotion to 
Grade I and Selection Grade) Regulations.

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Central Secre- 
tariat Service (Promotion to Grade 1 and Selection Grade) 
Amendment Regulations, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2, In lhe Central Secretariat Service (Promotion to Grade 
I and Selection Grade) Regulations, iy64, tor clause (c) 
ot sub-regulation (2) of regulation 5, the following shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

"(c) Officers other than those included in clauses (a) and 
(b) shall he arranged in the manner specified below: 

(i) The names of officers appointed to the Section Officers' 
Grade before the appointed day and included in the Select 
Lists of Section Officers at the initial constitution under para- 
graph 1 of the Fourth Schedule to the Rules, shall be arrang- 
ed in the order of their seniority as determined before that 
day. Additions to this list shall be made by including offi- 
cers appointed to the Section Officers’ Grade after the appoint- 
ed day through the Select List for the Grade, officers appoint- 
ed on the basis of an earlier Select List being placed above 
those appointed on the basis of a later Select List, the order 
of names shall be in the same order as in the all-Secretariat 
Select Lists issued by the Department of Personnel. 

Note 1. — For the purpose of this sub-clause, the all-Secre- 
tariat Select Lists shall mean the consolidated version of the 
cadre-wise additions made to each Select List, following the 
same principles as laid down in paragraph 2 of the Fourth 
Schedule to the Rules. 

(ii ) In the list of Section Officers prepared under sub-clause 
(i), the names of those appointed to the Section Officers' Grade 
as direct recruits on the basis of the Combined Competitive 
examinations, arranged in the order of merit in the Combined 
Competitive examinations, persons appointed on the results of 
an earlier examination being placed above those appointed 
on the results of a later examination, shall be Interpolated 
according to the quota of vacancies reserved for direct re- 
cruitment at the time of their recuitment. 

Illustration 

Where 75 percent of the substantive vacancies are reserved 
foi the appointment of persons included in the Select List for 


the Grade and 25 per cent for direct recruitment, each direct 
recruit shall be ranked below three persons appointed from 
the Select List. Where the quotas for these two categories arc 
83 1|3 percent and 16 2|3 percent respectively every direct 
recruit shall be ranked below five persons appointed from 
the Select List. If, however, for any reason, a direct recruit 
or aperson appointed to the Grade from the Select Lists 
subsequently ceases to hold the appointment in the Grade, 
the combined list referred to in sub-clause (ii) shall not be 
rearranged merely for the purpose of ensuring the propor- 
tions referred to. 

(iii) In the combined list of Section Officers prepared under 
sub-clauses (i) and (ii), the names of me officers of the 
erstwhile Grade i of the Central Secretariat Stenographers 
Service substantively appointed to the Section Officers’ Grade 
agnaist the Stenographers’ quota who are not covered by 
clause (a) shall also be interpolated, by placing each such 
officer, subject to inter-seniority among such officers in the 
cadre being maintained, immediately below the juniormost 
Section Officer appointed to that Grade from the seniority 
quota for the Section Officers’ Grade and having the same 
or greater length of approved service in that Grade. 

Note. — For the purposes of this sub-clause and sub-clause, 

(iv), approved Service in erstwhile Grade I of the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service shall be deemed to be 
approved service in the Section Officers’ Grade. 

(iv) In the combined list of Section Officers prepared under 
sub-clauses (i), (ii J and (hi), the names of officers of the 
Selection Grade of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service not covered by clause (b) shall further be interpolat- 
ed according to the length of their approved service in the 
Grade (including approved service in the erstwhile Grade 1 
of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service in the case 
of officers appointed to the Selection Grade of that Service at 
the intial constitution) by placing each such officer immediate- 
ly below the jnuiormost section Officer appointed to that 
Grade from the seniority quota the length of whoso 
approved service in the Grade is more or equal to the 
length of continuous approved services of the former in 
the Selection Grade and erstwhile Grade l of the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service.

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Provided that the upper age limit, specified for direct re- 
cruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories in accordance with the orders of the 
Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 


applicable to such person and the other party to the marri- 
age and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 


6 . Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 


7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other categories in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

New Delhi, the 28 th August 1972 

G.S-R. 1161. — In exercise of the powers conferred bv Sec- 
tion 7 of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules fur- 
ther to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph 
(Seventh Amendment) Rules. 1972. 


2. They shall come into force ut once. 

3, In rule 164 of the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951 for 
clauses (a) and (b), the following clauses shall be substituted, 
namely;— 

(a) ‘A’ message drafts of inland telegrams booked at 
the Combined Offices, other than those referred to 
in clauses (c), (d) and (e), shall be lelaincd in the 
concerned telegraph offices of origin for a period 
of two months and shall, thereafter, be sent to the 
Telegraph Check Office, where with the exception 
of ‘A’ message drafts referred to in clause (b), 
they may bo destroyed, if no longer required for 
any specific purpose. 

‘A’ message drafts of the inland telegrams booked at the 
Central Telegraph Officcs/Departraenta! Telegraph office 
other than those referred to in clauses (b) (i), (c) and (d) 
shall be preserved in the concerned telegraph offices of ori- 
gin for the periods, specified below and then destroyed, If 
no longer required for any specific pu.pose, namely — 

(1) 'A' message drafts of inland telegrams excepting 
Telograph Money Order advices shall be presrved 
for three months from the date of booking. 

2) ‘A’ message draft of Telegraph Money Order ad- 
vices shall be preserved for six months reckoned 
from the beginning of the month following that in 
which the telegrams were booked. 

(b) (i) ‘A’ message drafts of frontier telegraph offices 
relating to Indo-Ceylon, Indo-Pakistan. Indo-Bangladesh and 
Indo-Nepal messages after receipt in Telograph Check Office 
shall be preserved for a period of 6 months reckoned f r om 
the beginning of the month following that in which the tele- 
grams were booked and may then be destroyed, if no longer 
required for any specific purpose. 

(b) (ii) The ‘A’ message drafts of telegraph money order 
advices of Combined offices shall, after receipt in Telegraph 
Check Office, lie preserved for a period of 6 months reckoned 
from the beginning of the month following that in which 
the telegrams were booked, and ,mav then be destroyed, if 
no longer required for any specific purpose.
